A mine explosion killed a French 
UN soldier trying to take cover when 
his patrol was fired on by Palesti- 
nian forces in South Lebanon, a 
French UN military spokesman said 
yesterday.

Shatta prisoners cut selves 


in amnesty dec

More than 70 inmates of the Shatta 
prison near Beit Shean slashed 
themselves yesterday to protest the 
government’s decision against a 
general amnesty to mark the 30th 


. anniversary of the State. 


Early yesterday morning, prison 
guards heard cries for help and on 
entering the cells discovered that the 
prisoners had lacerated their arms, 
legs and stomachs with razor blades 
and other instruments. 

Prison authorities who apparently 
had advance knowledge of a protest 
action called in the special unit for 
suppressing prison riots and were 
also aided by an army medical unit. 

“Only six out of the 70 prisoners 
needed stitches,’' Deputy Com- 
missioner of Prisons Zvi Givati told 
The Jerusalem Post last night. 

He added that the prisoners were 
all Jewish and all serving medium to 
long sentences. 

He did not explain why no action 
had been taken to prevent the inci- 

- dent in the ght of the advance in- 
telligence. Ν 

Givati said that a recent series of 
disturbances in prisons all over the 
country indicated some form of out- 
side political organization. A three- 
day hunger strike and a refusal to 
participate in the seder on Friday 
night preceded yesterday's incident. 

MEK Charlie Biton (Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality) con- 
firmed to The Post that he was the 
“outside politica! influence." 

Responding to the news of the dis- 
turbances in the Shatta prison, Biton 
charged the prison authorities with 
frustrating his work as an MK by not 
allowing him to visit prisons. 

Biton said that the Prison Com- 

-missioner had invoked a regulation 
which prevents former prison in- 
mates from visiting the jails. (Biton 
was once an inmate of the Tel Mond 
juvenile reformatory.) He said that 
if necessary he would use force to 
enter the prisons.

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SEOUL (Reuter). — Prime Minister 
Chot Kyu-Hah led wailing mourners 
in prayer when the coffin of the 
South Korean passenger idiled when 
Soviet jets shot up the Boeing 707 
which strayed over Arctic Russia 
was brought home yesterday.

Korean Airlines president Cho 
Chung-Hoon said at Seoul airport 
yesterday.

Soviets bow to Iraqis in landlord-tenant row 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — The Kremlin's 
diplomats in Baghdad, twice depriv- 
ed of water and power in the past 
four months, have finally agreed to 
Iraqi demands to move the Soviet 
embassy to new premises, 
diplomatic sources said here yeater- 
day. 
Trate Iraqi government authorities 
cut off the embassy's water and 
power supply for five days last 
month at the climax of an 18-month 
campaign to move the Russians 
away from the immediate vicinity of 


the presidential palace, the nerve 
centre of the Iraqi establishment. 

The sources said that the Iraqis, 
close political allies of the Soviet 
Union, cut off water and power from 
the embassy for several days late 
last year without managing to dis- 
lodge the Russians. 

According to the sources, the Ira- 
qis first asked the Russians to move 
late in 1976 because they felt the em- 
bassy was ideally placed for 
eavesdropping. The Sovieta resisted. 

But now, the sources said, the 


Soviet ambassador to Bi had 
agreed to a change of location. His 
own residence was moved to 
Baghdad's residential Mansour dis- 
trict earlier this month and the em- 
passy is to be moved before the end 
of the year. 

Eastern bloc diplomats here have 
followed the unusual landlord-tenant 
row in Baghdad with barely conceal- 
ed amusement. ‘The Iraqis want to 
show that they are a big, indepen- 
dent power, treating friend and foe 
equally,’ one diplomat said.

Burglar’s brag leads to swag 


FLORENCE (UPD. — A burgiar brag- 
ging in a Florence bar was all the help 
police needed to recover the 10 paint- 
ings stolen on Friday from the Pitti 
Museum. 

Rubens’ The Three Graces and 
nine other paintings — worth 
together at least $1.1m. — were hung 
up in the Pitti yesterday less than 30 
hours after they were stolen. 

Detectives arrested three men on 
charges of "multiple aggravated 
theft" in connection with the pre- 
dawn burglary, the most sensational 
in the wave of art thefts that have 
plagued Italy's private and public 
collections in recent years. 

Police credited the speedy 
recovery of the paintings to one of 
the arrested men, 29-year-old Franci 


Mefiti. ‘He went to a neighbourhood 
bar and began bragging about pull- 
ing a big job at the Pitti," said one 
still astonished officer. 


Police trailed Mefiti who led them: 
to Giovanni Manfredi. Once in 
custody, both men confessed to the 
burglary and said the art works were 
with thelr “fence,” Florence at- 
torney Franco Brogt. 


Brogi denied all Imowledge of the 
paintings but when police asked to 
examine his car he said he had 
forgotten where it was parked and 
didn't remember its colour or make. 
The lawyer was arrested when 
police located the vehicle and found 
the stolen goods carefully wrapped 
in newspapers in the trunk.

Patty Hearst must go back to prison 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
Supreme Court decided yesterday 
that newspaper heiress Patricia 
Hearst must go back to jail for her 
part in a 1974 bank robbery. 

It refused to consider her appeal 
against a sentence of seven years for 
joining in the robbery with the 
radical group which kidnapped her 
two months earlier. 

‘The case, partly because Patricia 
was the daughter of a rich and in- 
fluentia] man and partly because of 
its bizarre twists, made front-page 
news around the world.

Hearst was dragged screaming from 
her San Francisco apartment. Her 
kidnappers identified themselves as 
members of the Symblonese Libera- 
tion Army (SLA), a revolutionary 
group.

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_ Reflections of a Nobel Prize winner 


A PLEA FOR AN ELITE 


SIR Macfarlane Barnet, winner of 
the Nobel Prize for Medicine in 1860 
for his discovery of acquired im- 
munity tolerance to tissue 
transplants, believes that modern 
selence is consistent with the old- 
Style ethic of the Golden Rule. 

It may seem strange that study of 
the gene or DNA should give rise to 
moral questions, but this was the 
theme of the Aharon Katzir Lecture, 
which he delivered this year at the 
Weizmann Institute of Science. He 
called it "A Natural Bests of Ethics: 
Τὸ Understand to be Good." 

“TIt'a not so much a case of 
Bergson's principle, ‘It is humanity 
and not the man that flies’,"’ he says. 
“but that it is the gene and not in- 
dividual men that, look after our 
evolution. In a sense, we are ex- 
ereacences on the immortal line of 
the gene.”” 

But the fact of the gene moving 
ever onward does not free men from 
responsibility for the future. 

“Today, as in the past,” he says, 
“tt is a still small but increasing 
minority of scientists and creative 
technologists who are responsible 
for continuing movement along the 
path of understanding.” 

Thus he mekes an unfashioneble 
plea for the rights of what one may 
call, for want of a better term, an 
elite. He believes that children of 
high potential should get special 
education, based on ἃ recognition of 
differences in potentiality. 

“Somebody must speak up for an 
elite,” he says drily. “It Is the out- 
standing person who makes things 
happen. There is a tendency to 
assume today that everybody is ex-

~ Stress in Israeli society

TEL AVIV. — A 10-year-old who 
had been bicycling down τα aa 
road with his Scout troop the day of 
the terrorist massacre refused to go 
to school or to leave the house alone 
for severa] days after the incident. 
His worried mother contacted a pay- 
chologist friend, Prof. Noah 
,ν for advice. 

"This obviously isn't a mental! dis- 
order requiring Intervention of a 
psychologist or a psychiatrist,"* 
Milgram said. “It's an example of 
the everyday, normal stress Israelis 
face.” 

Milgram used this example to 
point up the problems of stress in the 
society, problems which will be dis- 
cussed in depth at a four-day inter- 


-Rational conference on psychological 


stress in times of war and peace. The 
conference will be held June 19 to 23 
at the Binyenef Haooma in 
Jerusalem and is expected to attract 
thousands of social scientists from 
Israel and abroad. 

‘This is the second such conference 
held here; the first, organized after 
the Yom Kippur War, took place at 
the Tel Aviv Hilton in January, 1975. 

Milgram is organizing the con- 


ference together with another 
colleague at Tel Aviv University, 
Prof. Avner Ziv. Both teach in the 
Psychology Department and in the 
School of Education. Neither devotes 
his day-to-day research to the study 
of stress. “But we consider it our 
national responsibility to deal with 
these problems,"* Milgram said. 
Topics to be discussed at the con- 
ference will include rehabilitation of 
war wounded, widows and bereaved 
parents. One study will be a com- 
parison between bereaved Parents in 
ural and their counterparts in the 


ONE conclusion of that study is that 
Israelis have a slightly easter time of 
dealing with their mourning because 
there are ceremonies and 
organizational frameworks to help 
them through the difficult period. 
The stress suffered by soldiers in 
combat will also be discussed. An 
army psychiatrist, Prof. Theo de 
Graaf, will give a: paper on what 
kinds of men are moat likely to suffer 
from battle shock. In general, he 
says that unmarried men with in- 
adequate fathers, or married men 
whose wives are very dependent on

their husband's being a “real he- 
man,” ere most likely to break down 
under stress either during or after 
combat. 

Still another broad area which the 
conference will consider is the stress 
faced by the general public during 
time of war, terrorist attack or other 
emergency situation. 


“On the basis of what we have 
learned in the area of dealing with 
stress, I was able to advise that 
mother,’’ Milgram said. “I 
suggested that she take the child 
back to the area where he had been 
bicycling when he heard the 
shooting. They should recreate and 
talk about the incident, emphasizing

MACABEE DEAN discovers that Iceland has come a long way since the days when its early inhabitants 
kidnapped warm-blooded Irish girls in an effort to make life pleasant. 


only one similarity between Israel 
and Iceland. Another is inflation. 
which was 49 per cent here in 1975 
but dropped to 83 per cent in 1977. 
Teeland also has an adverse balance 
of trade. But perhaps the greateat 
similarity is the physical isolation 
each country suffers. The reasons 
for this are different. But their 
responses to isolation have been 
quite similar. 

But first a bit of history. 

Iceland has had a bilood-chilling 

name — undeservedly so — ever 
since Irish sailors in the eighth cen- 
tury set eyes on this glacial, volcanic 
island below the Arctic Circle in the 
North Atlantic. 

The sailors, according to local folk 
tales, took one hard took around and 
went home. But later a few Irish 
monks and hermits did return to stay 
for some years. Then they also left. 


THE SECOND wave of potential 
settlers were Norwegtan Vikings 
who arrived in open boats. They also 
decided against staying. 

But about 874, the first permanent 
Viking settlers arrived, led by 
Ingolfur Arnarson and his foster 
brother Hjorleifur. They were flee- 
ing oppression in their native 
Norway, and they had a good reason 
for staying — or at least for not 
returning to Norway. 

These Vikings, and subsequent 
ones, solved the problem of keeping 
warm during the long Arctic winter 
nights in two ways. 

The first was to raid Ireland and 
kidnap warm-blooded Irish girls for 
wives: the second was to tap the heat

These two methods have stamped 
their imprint on Iceland until this 
day. Not‘only do some Icelanders 
have definite Celtic features, but 
also evident is the Irish tempera- 
ment of “blowing up” and letting off 
steam, much like the volcanic 
tions which are an integral part of 
the island's life. 

Moreover, today about 50 per cent 
of the homes in Iceland, especially in 
Reykjavik, the capital, are heated 
by tapping hot springs. The percen- 
tage is soon to rise to 70 per cent. 

Yet despite its location, the name 
Iceland is a'misnomer, as is Reyk- 
javik, which means “‘smoky bay." 

* True, Reykjavik is often overcast, 
since the steam from the hot sp: 
creates a grey aky, but the air is still 
undoubtedly the cleanest of any 
capital in Europe. 3 

As for being a land of ice, all the 
permanent glaciers, Including Vat- 
najokull, the largest in Europe, 
cover only about 11.5 per cent of the 
total-103,000 square kilometres of the 


TWO FACTORS keep Iceland from 
turning into one huge glacier. A 
branch of the Gulf Stream washes 
the coast, and the prevailing 
southwesterlies over the western 
Atlantic bring both warm sea water 
and warm air. It is rare that any of 
the ports are frozen over and in- 
accessible. 

Tf anything, the climate in the few 
settled parts of the island is com- 
parable to that of Scandinavia. 
ett the summers are much 
cooler than gener: supposed, 
which makes it ΣΤΟΝ for long 
hikes into the interior. 

At any rate, more persons have 
frozen to death in Israel in the past 
decade than in Iceland — mainly 
because the Icelanders know how to

In 
the asylum surroundings where 
Deborah -lives, there are horrific 
cases of. madness, which emphasize 
the delicate balance of Deborah's 
case: However the too passive, too 
beautiful Dr. Fried is not sufficiently 
convincing as a critical factor in sav- 
ing a desperate girl's sanity. Also 
lacking is the depth of confrontation 
leading towards Deborah's healing 
— so strongly described in the book. 
This leaves an audience- 
involvement gap, despite Kathleen 
Quinlan’s superbly controlled ac- 
ting. The film does not compare with 
the force or style of ‘One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo's Nest” but is, in its own 
way, fascinating.

EL AL planes — or at least three out of the fleet of 15 — were in 
the air again yesterday after a 20-day shutdown which was the 
costliest in the country’s history. 

It is estimated that a good number of days will pass until all of 
Ei Al's planes have enough passengers to keep them flying. 
Were the El Al clientele here and abroad less loyal, and sen- 
sitive only to the way the airline manhandles its passengers’ 
time and nerves, it would take still longer for the airline to 


recover. 


Allin all the present cost of the shutdown is estimated at IL100 


million and more. 


When the airline's management shut down the services, in 
response to a strike — which liself was triggered by a manage- 
ment action — Transport Minister Meir Amit and El Al's new 
Managing Director Mordechai Hod explained that now the 
firm's house would finally have to be set in order. They wanted 
two key principles established as a condition for resuming 
operations: that management and not the company's unions run 
the airline and that the salaries of flight crews should be fixed in 
pounds and not foreign currency. 

Together with company Chairman Mordechai Ben-Ari, and 
with apparent backing from Minister of Finance Simha Ehriich, 
they sounded as if their aim was to bring the unions to their 


knees. 


Perhaps in the case of El Al a good argument could be made 
for such a strategy. Certainly the recurrent strikes and slow- 
downs which play havoc with the airline's ability to provide 
reliable service would support such a view. 

On the other hand, there is little doubt that when an organiza- 
tion like El] Al displays such severe symptoms of malaise, 
management cannot be absolved. 

But in the present shutdown, management, despite the initial 
statements, did not in fact muster the courage to make this the 
shutdown to end ali shutdowns. Rather they floundered in their 
negotiating stance, and then started secret talks with the pilots, 
which made it appear as if the only reason for the costly shut- 
down was to browbeat the pilots. 

By last week, rather than seeking fundamental reform, the 
management was looking for a way to climb down. Perhaps the 
Transport Minister and Hod might have been prepared to carry 
the fight further. But this was no longer the dominant manage- 


ment view. 


As a result, with Mr. Ehrlich’s encouragement, the shutdown 
was ended without management's achieving the two conditions 
which it had earlier set for itself — putting the unions in their 
place and rationalizing the pay of flight crews. 

No one therefore has come out the winner from the this badly 
conceived action. Management's bark has again been proven 
worse than its bite; the firm’s many works committees will 
probably continue to pursue their nihilist course, and ἘΠῚ Al's im- 
age will continue to decline to match the quality of its service, 


rather than the reverse.

IN SAN FRANCISCO, the garbage 
men ere called acavengers. Apart 
from thelr exotic name, they work 
for private companies and are 
rather well paid by American stan- 
dards. In Israef, their salaries would 
be a notch above those of bank- 


managers. 

The point ia not to make invidious 
comparisons between ene 
managers and garbage men, 
rather to underline that services 
which are public-in rad situation can 
be organized privately. 

In fact, with the growing disrepair 
of certain public services, there has 
been an increasing interest in the 
U.S. in the “privatizing" of services 
currently.in the public's ownership. 

The concept .of public service 
alternatives is not foreign to Israel. 
Our broad dissatisfaction with many 
public or quasi-public services and 
the rapid growth of a middle class 
with disposable income, continues to 
fuel the creation of new service op- 
tons. 

For example, the growth of 
private medical practice abetted by 
medical insurance programmes 
allowing higher ratea of reimburse- 
ment is an excellent indication of the 
move to more private service op- 
tions. And this is taking place in a 

where for years almost ail 
medical service has had a public or a 
quasi-public character. 

The middle class like the benefits 
of private medical practice (ability 
to make appointments, selection of 
physician, and the perception that 
the physician is intereated in the 
patient) and many are willing to pay 
the higher costs. 

The physicians are equally at- 
tracted by the benefits of private 


practice, mainly higher fees. Many 
readers will know at least one physi- 
cian who is on e.sick-fund panel but 
is avallable only to new patients hav- 


ing private inaurance coverage. 


DISSATISFACTION with the coun- 
try’s bus service is at least as 
widespread aa that with sick-funds. 
The continuing rise in automobile 
ownership despite current petrol 
prices in clear evidence of the desire

The development of alternatives to 
public services has severe conse- 
quences for public policy. The users 
of private service options are almost 


always people of higher economic” 


status. Of great concern is that the 
withdrawal of the middle class from 
the use of public services contributes 
to their becoming poor services for 
poor people. Legislators and some of 
the rest of us who help to make 
policy are themselves of the middie 
class, and thus our interest is 
diminished in the reform of these un- 
satisfactory services. 

In Israel, there is much unhapp- 


piness with the state of school © 


systems, and this is likely to grow if 


thelr perceived educational 
problems through homogeneous 
schools, a growing private school op- 


tion is predictable. Currently, a- 


number of our residential high 
schools (including yeshivot) per 


form this alternate function for some 
middle class children. ᾿ 
Generally, with regard to the mail 
and telephone services, the concept 
of a service alternative, while the 
baste service is left in place, is not 
available. instead, what can be 
sought is large scale policy change 
via “privatization” — that ts. 
removal of the public sector from 
service giving and turning the fleld 
of service over to 4 private firm. Ex- 
amples exist in other countries of 
bus service, telephone, garbage 
collection and other areas often 
thought to be the special function of 


government. . 


IN ISRAEL, for historical reasons, 
the private alternative grew fasteat 
with regard to brary services. We 
became 8. nation of book-buyers 
because it was so hard to secure one 
on loan, And now it may be that our 
flourishing book shops hamper the 
development of a good public brary 
service. yee 0 
Perhaps the welfare service poses 
‘the greatest dilemmas in the public 
service because the options are so 
dimly seen and the problems of the 
basic service are so apparent. One 
private option would be for those in 
need to beg — but we are offended by 
this kind of free enterprise. At the 
same time, we were appalled in this 
country when the welfare workers 


‘were being assaulted by clients. 


Assault [5 one brutal way of dealing 
with an insensitive monopoly 
supplier. Such assault is much more 


acceptable when we bang 2 


telephone box which refuses te 
return our tokens. 

Where does this array of €x- 
perience take us with regard to the 
development of private options for 
public services in Israel? 

In thé: case of certain services 
which seem to lend themselves 10 δ. 
single supplier, we will need to con- 
sider “privatization” if we cannot 
get our-public service to perform 
with more competence and kindness. 
But even if we privatize ἃ total ser- 
vice, we will still be left with a com- 
pany that ts “the only game in 
town,'* such as telephones. 

Strong regulatory action and 
powerful citizen boards of overseers 
are two ame gevicea for 
monopoly suppliers of services 
which forget at whose pleasure they 
serve. 

In other service areas where alter- 
natives are feasible, they ought to be 
encouraged. Inherent in the attrac- 
tions of the option (whether the 
mobility of the private car or the 
availability of the latest books 
through purchase) ia the continuing 
stimulus for modifying the basic 
public service. Bus routes cax be 
more flexible and libraries cat up- 
date their shelves. What the middie 
class is willing to pay for can become 
the target for the way in which our 
basic public services need to be 
developed in the future. 


AND it is often not a question of 
money in such service development

that the service exists for the publir 
and not for the comfort of (ise 
rendering the services.

But there are no easy panace 
Government reguiaiton of ὁ single 
service supplier can create the tiu- 
sion of effective control, while i: 
fact, the supplier end the govern. j 
ment monitoring agent work very 
elosely together at the expense of the 
public. 

in other cases, co ae 
vices do provide the publie with 
choice, but the results are not alware 
salutary. Our wildly competitive 
banking scene seems to produce αὶ 
uniform standard of poor service, 
But on closer inspection, there are 
differences — some banks do vie for 
the public's custom, and there are 
emerging differences in the stror. 
ture of banking services. It ts these 
differences, as they favour the 
public, that we must encourage In aij 
areas of our life. 

Service competition ang 
“privatization” are useful options ἐς 
ἃ continuing attempt to arm the 
citizen against the lack of com. 
petence and kindness from many of 
our public service suppHera.

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JEWISH STATES

Sir, — Manfred Lehmann is to be 
congratulated on ea well written, 
most interesting article on the 
“Jaden Savanne" in Surinam. 
However, I would like to point out 
that the Joden Savanne was not the 
first Jewish state since the destruc- 
tion of the Temple. 


According to Daniel M. 
Friedenberg in his Jewish Minters 
and Medalists," four Jewish 
kingdoms existed between the end of 
the Bar Kokhba Revolt and the 
reestablishment of the state of 
IsraeL These are as follows: The 


- Khazars, which existed for over 200 


years in what is now southern Russia 
between the 7th and 10th century; 
the Falasha centre in Northern 
Ethiopla, which had a distinct 
historic existence for some thousand 
years up to the 17th century; the 
Bimyara, an ephemeral Jewish 
monarchy in Western Yemen during 
.the first half of the 6th century; and 
Mahoza (Machuza), a brief indepen- 
dent Jewish kingdom.in Babylon 
between 518-620 C.E. led by Mar 
Zutra Τί, son of the Exilarch. 


To these must be added the other 
Jewish banana republic, namely the 
Jewish Tierra del Fuego“in ‘Argen- 
tina, which admittedly came into ex- 
istence after the Joden Savanne. 
Tierra del Fuego was set up by 
Julius Popper, a Jewish Romanian 
adventurer in the 1880s. Disbanded 
in 1893, this state has the distinction 
of actually having issued gold coins 
as well as stamps — the first gold 
coins and stamps issued by a Jew 
bere the emergence of the state of 


It also would have been most in- 


teresting 1 Mr. Lehmann had includ- ᾿ 


ed details of the end of the Joden 
Savanne. One can only wonder if this 
Jewish state ended in the same 
tragic way the ones described by 
Friedenberg did — namely through 
invasion, dispersion of its in- 
habitants, and in some cases auicide 
of their leaders.
